Secretaries, Treasurers Reap Harvest 
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School Boards Could Save Money With Right Job Distribution

This past June two now, surprise scholarships 
of SHM) each were presented to senior hitfh school 
graduates of the Delhaas school system. 


They were donated hy Newton ll. Parkes Jr., 
who now is president and during the previous 
school term had served for five months as treas­ 
urer of the Bristol Township and Delhaas Joint 
School Boards. The $S(K) Parkes gave 
for 
the 
scholarships represented more than half of the 
salaries he had received as treasurer. 


So far, none of the other school board treas­ 
urers in Bucks County has taken 
any reprisal 
against Parkes, although each well could 
he 
somewhat cool toward him. 


Political Plum s 
For the salaries of th*- school board treasurers 
and the school hoard secretaries are regarded as 
political plums in many of the districts, 
some­ 
thing to be fiercely guarded and 
to 
he 
used 
strictly for the benefit of the individual who has 
managed to secure the job. 


T h e se salaries also represent a good part of 
the hundreds of thousands of dollars 
that 
are 
wasted in the overall costs of the public schools 
in Bucks County. 


Although the duties of the secretary and treas­ 
urer of a school board are clearly defined in the 
law, under actual practice the bulk of their work 
is taken over by the school supervisors and ad­ 
ministrators. In most districts the treasurer and 
secretary merely sign the necessary forms which 
the superintendents have prepared for them. 


Not Supervisors 
Furthermore, many of these secretaries and 
treasurers have little to do in their offic ial capa­ 
cities with supervision of any actual school sys­ 
tems. That is because many school districts are 
part of a jointure and the joint board, not the 
local board, has jurisdiction 
in 
everything ex­ 
cept forking over the local board’s share of the 
expenditures. 


RI 


Falls Township, for example, is part of 
the 
Pennsbury jointure and has no school system of 
its own. Yet the secretary of the Falls Town­ 
ship board in 1959-1960 received SI,500 and the 
treasurer, another $1,500. 


Their minutes and reports are 
not 
open 
to 
question but the monetary value of the amount 
of work required certainly could be. 


Abolish Them 
The Governor’s Committee on Education has 
recommended that most of the school districts 
in Bucks County be abolished, their secretaries 
and treasurers with them. 
For the sake of providing more equal eduea-

tional opportunities as well as for the sake of 
economy, the com m ittee wants to supplant the 
51 districts in Bucks with no more than 14. pos­ 
sibly as few as five. 


In the 1959-1960 school term, the secretaries of 
the boards received $34,264 as salaries, and the 
treasurers, $21,995, a total of $56,259. A good part 
of this money could be saved by combining dis­ 
tricts. 


If Bucks County had only 14 districts with a 
total of 14 secretaries and 14 treasurers, at an 
average of $1,000 apiece, that $56,259 would be 
slashed in half. If the county had five districts 
with only one secretary and treasurer apiece at 
the sam e rate, it would dwindle to $10,000 an­ 
nually, a saving of $48,259. 


Combine Suggested 


One 
authority 
in 
Harrisburg 
has 
suggested 
com bining 
the 
Centennial 
and 
Central 
Bucks 
Jointures, the elem entary schools in those areas 
and the New Hope-Soleburv union district into 
one big district. 


That part of the county now has 32 treasurers 
and secretaries on the various boards and they 
are paid $15,235 per annum all told. If this were 
one district, with one treasurer and one secre­ 
tary at $1,000 apiece, far above the average in 
that area, the saving would be $13,235. 


In Bristol Township, Parkes’ two scholarships 
were w elcom e news from a school board that 
usually is rife with politics 
and 
with 
political 
plums. 


The salary of the treasurer 
for 
the 
Bristol 
Township board, for instance, has been a juicy 
$3,500 per year, the biggest in the county. In ad­ 
dition, the board’s treasurer also serves m s treas­ 
urer for the D elhaas Joint Board for allothei­ 
sm 


$75 A Week 


Thus, anyone who held down that position for 
a full year wound up with almost $75 a week. 
Actually, as has been mentioned, 
Parkes 
re­ 
ceived only five twelfths of this, since he served 
only five months—a total of $1,582.50. 


Rex Young, then secretary of the sam e two 
boards, did even better in 1959-60. He dragged 
down $2,500 from each Ixiard, for $5,(KXI a y e a r - 
close to $100 a week. 


Last year Louis C. Souder, who held the two 
jobs, took a voluntary cut in pay to $4,000. This 
year Bristol 
Township became 
a 
second-class 
school district. Under the law, a second-class dis­ 
trict m ust hire someone other than a school direc­ 
tor as secretary and treasurer. 


Therefore, in June of this year, the two boards 
appointed Isaac Ben Ezra as secretary and, since 
he was not a m em ber of the exclusive school 
directors’ club, slashed his pay to $1,500 an­ 
nually—$900 from the township and $600 from the 
joint board. 


Different Division 


Mrs. Mary Clark was hired as treasurer, also 
at $1,500 annually, although it was divided dif­ 
ferently, $1,200 from the township and $300 from 
Delhaas. 


Figures from the 1959-1960 
financial 
reports 
filed with the Bucks County 
superintendent 
of 
schools show that the Tullytown district paid its 
board secretary $1,000 and its treasurer another 
$1,000. 


This is despite the fact that Tullytown had only 
332 students in its elem entary school, the Walt 
Disney, that year. 
The D elhaas Joint school district handles sec­ 
ondary education—junior and senior high schools— 
for both Bristol Township and 
Tullytown 
Bor­ 
ough, 
with 
each 
keeping 
its 
own 
elem entary 
schools. 
Except for the routine and m omentary tasks 
of signing reports showing that Tullytown had 
turned over its share of the Delhaas costs, the 
Tullytown secretary and treasurer had nothing to 
do with secondary education in their official duties.

Per pupil their pay was by far the highest for 
school board officers in Bucks County. 
Similar Inequities 
Northampton Township, which had an elem en­ 
tary sc h o o l system with 772 students in it that 
year, paid its secretary only $400 and its treas­ 
urer $500. Northampton, like Tullytown, is in a 
jointure for secondary schools-^-the Council Rock 
jointure. 
Salaries of school board secretaries and treas­ 
urers show sim ilar inequities throughout. 
T h e 
Council Rock secretary, with 998 students, gets 
$600; the M orrisville 
secretary, 
1,345 
students, 
$1,100; the Bensalem Township secretary, 3,347 
students, $960. 
Bristol Borough has an unusual setup. Its sec­ 
retary, Anthony Mandio, doubles as solicitor. Be­ 
sides keeping the m inutes and handling corre­ 
spondence. Mandio, an attorney, is available for 
legal opinions at each board m eeting, at $1,200 a 
year. 
Bristol Borough, like the 
township, 
must 
go 
outside the school board for both secretary and 
treasurer. 
Arthur Rago, a certified public accountant, is 
the treasurer. Rago keeps m ost of the books .and 
does most of the accounting him self. His salary 
is $1,000 a year.
